ADOPTED BY THE TRUSTEES OF THE 
CARNEGIE ENDOWMENT FOR INTERNATIONAL PEACE 
AT THE SEMI-ANNUAL MEETING HELD IN NEW YORK 

DECEMBER 13, 1937 


AT A MOMENT when the force and power of treaty obligations 
between nations are being broadly challenged, the Trustees of the 
Carnegie Endowment for International Peace wish to record their 


conviction that there is no path to permanent peace, no hope for 


the reign of law and order in international affairs, save by an insist- 


ence upon the observance by nations of the solemn covenants they 
have made. They hold that a world in which no distinction is made 
between those who keep their word and those who break it, between 
those who seek to live at peace with their neighbors and those who 
commit acts of obvious aggression, is a world foredoomed to anarchy 
and the rule of the sword alone. In such a world no nation, great or 
small, on whatever continent—our own included—can hope to be 
at rest. 

They believe these principles to be of vital concern to the future 
welfare of America and declare that she cannot, if she would, divest 


herself of responsibility for their maintenance and defense. 





PREFACE 


In the brief article with which this document opens, Thomas John 
Watson, President of the International Chamber of Commerce and 
a Trustee of the Carnegie Endowment, sets forth with exceptional 
force and clarity the futility of all war, the enormous costs of the 
World War in social and economic waste, and the certain catastrophic 
effect another such conflict would have upon our civilization. The 
article appeared originally in the April, 1938, issue of Think, monthly 
publication of the International Business Machines Corporation of 
New York, of which Mr. Watson is president. 

Constantly, from Spain and from China, come reports of the bomb- 
ing of open towns and the ruthless slaughter of the civilian popula- 
tions. In the knowledge that concern over this appalling state of 
affairs is wide-spread, the Carnegie Endowment has satisfaction in 
making available to readers of International Conciliation the texts 
of resolutions adopted at the World Conference for Action on the 
Bombardment of Open Towns and the Restoration of Peace held 
in Paris, July 23-24, 1938. 

The text of the new Constitution of Ireland, which was inaugurated 
on December 29, 1937, concludes the pamphlet.

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THE COST OF WAR! 
By THomMAas JOHN WATSON 


The policy of our Government with regard to preparedness 
for war, and the expenditures which have been authorized for 
defense by our Army and Navy, are in no sense of the word re- 
lated to the reasons which actuated this article. . . . The 
safety of our people and the strength of our nation must always 
be the first concern of all true Americans; and with the meas- 
ures that have been taken to safeguard both I am in complete

The World War took toll of 23 million lives—1o million soldiers 
and 13 million civilians. In addition, 23 million soldiers were 
wounded or missing, 9 million children were orphaned, and 10 million 
persons became refugees. This toll of lives was taken from the ablest 
and best of the world’s population. Among those killed and disabled 
were many whose ability and genius would have made great con- 
tributions to the civilization and progress of mankind. 

The Treaty of Versailles, which ended the ‘‘ War to End All Wars” 
was signed only nineteen years ago. In the intervening years the 
utter futility of war has been vividly apparent from the fact that 
none of the combatants in the World War won; they all lost. 

Yet today the nations of the world, large and small, are again en- 
gaged in a race to rearm at an expense of many billions of dollars 
annually in the fear that the world is headed for another outbreak 
of hostilities. 

What humanity faces in this terrific race for rearmament is only 
to be shown by figure facts. Let us examine the cost of the World 
War. Let us consider what might have been done with the money 
expended for the World War by this country alone, if it had been 
employed instead for the welfare of our people. And, finally, let us 
attempt to estimate what participation in another World War would 
cost us, for we could not keep out of another World War. 

In money, the World War cost $337,846,000,000, of which 189 
billions were spent directly and the remaining cost was in destruc- 
tion of property and stoppage of industry. Of this amount, the cost 
to the United States for the war period was 32 billions of dollars.

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Continuing costs of the World War now total 19 billions of dollars, 
which, when added to the costs of the war period, make a staggering 
total of 51 billions of dollars. 

The human mind can scarcely realize the enormity of the social 
and economic waste represented by the part of this war cost borne 
by the United States alone. Fifty-one billions of dollars would pay 
the cost of running the public elementary and high schools and uni- 
versities and colleges of the entire nation for seventeen years. It 
would build nearly 2 million miles of paved roads, which is about 
three times the mileage of all surfaced roads now in use in the United 
States. It would construct 12,750,000 six-room houses. It would con- 
struct sixteen hospitals costing a million dollars each, in every one 
of the 3,073 counties of the United States. It would pay the unem- 
ployment insurance premiums on all employees of business and 
industry of the United States for more than 100 years at the New 
York State rate. 

The 51 billions of dollars which the World War has cost us to date 
could do all of the following: 

Wire the 9,400,000 urban and rural homes of the United States 
which do not have electricity; pay all farm mortgages in the United 
States; install bathrooms with running water in the 80 per cent of our 
farm homes which do not have them; double the present endowment 
funds of all institutions of higher learning in the United States; build 
four consolidated rural high schools at $250,000 each in every county 
of the United States; spend a million dollars in each county for air- 
ports and emergency landing fields; build ten bridges like the Tri- 
borough Bridge; build another canal across the Isthmus of Panama; 
establish a five-billion-dollar program for prevention of floods and 
soil erosion; set up an endowment fund which at 3 per cent interest 
would provide a pension of $100 a month for every blind person and 
deaf-mute in the United States; finance the entire recovery and relief 
program of the United States from the time it was begun in 1932 
to the end of the fiscal year 1938, which includes aid to agriculture, 
the Civil Works Administration, the Public Works Administration, 
aid to home owners, and the resettlement and housing activities of 
the Government; and endow at 2 per cent an organization to promote 
world peace at more than the combined cost of the League of Nations, 
the World Court, and the International Labour Organisation. 

The combined national debts of the countries of the world was 
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increased from about 43 billions of dollars in 1913 to 400 billions in 
1921. The cost of living was doubled. The inflated price structure 
and dislocation of trade and industry finally resulted in the world- 
wide depression which began in 1929. 

The world is still paying for that war in interest on debt and in 
caring for the crippled and insane. Over 4 billions of dollars of 
the expenditures of the United States Government in 1936 can be 
traced directly to war and more than 3% billions more was for relief 
due to the depression which grew out of the war. Of the 8% billions 
of dollars of government expense of 1936, about 7% billions, or 88 
per cent, was due, directly and indirectly, to war. 

That another world war would lead to bankruptcy for the nation 
seems certain when we examine the cost of wars to this country, be- 
ginning with the Civil War. That war cost about 3% billions of dol- 
lars not including destruction of property, and raised government 
expenses to a new level about five times as high as before the war. 
The per capita debt of the country was increased thirty times (from 
$2.06 to $63.19). Five years after the war (in 1870), the interest on 
the public debt annually was approximately double the pre-war 
total of all government expenses. 

The Spanish-American War, thirty-three years after the close of 
the Civil War and lasting only a few months, left the United States 
with an annual expenditure for national defense more than three 
times as high as it was before, and increased the total running ex- 
penses of the Government by 46 per cent. Nearly twenty years later, 
the United States entered the World War, which raised expenditures 
from 734 million dollars to more than 3% billions, a new level about 
4% times as high as before. National debt was increased from $12.16 
per capita before the war to $222.35 in 1921, and the interest was 
nearly 1% times as much as all government expenses together had 
been before the war. 

Based upon such figures, it seems fair to conclude that another 
major war would cost the United States from 130 to 150 billions of 
dollars and would leave us with a debt burden of about 160 billions. 

Comparing military expenditures of 1913, the year before the 
World War, with those of the current fiscal year, Great Britain’s 
has gone from $385,000,000 to $870,000,000; France’s from $307,000,- 
000 to $653,000,000; Germany’s from $281,000,000 to $1,560,000,000; 
Italy’s from $195,000,000 to $291,000,000; and the United States’ 
from $245,000,000 to $962,000,000. 
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The 962 millions of dollars the United States is now spending for 
armaments is about double the amount we are spending to run our 
normal schools, colleges, universities, and professional schools. It 
would provide $1,375 for the special education and correction of 
every one of the 700,000 boys and girls of this country who are mak- 
ing a wrong start that leads to crime. 

We cannot eliminate all of our crime bill, estimated to be 15 bil- 
lions annually, but we are thinking within the bounds of possibility 
if we speak of eliminating half of it. 

The great lesson which civilization must now learn is that another 
great war is certain to bankrupt the world, both financially and 
morally. 

It must also learn that war can be avoided; and that the free inter- 
change of ideas and ideals, of men and methods, of products and 
processes, can afford every nation an equal opportunity to advance 
the welfare of its people. As a result of this lesson we should see all 
countries of the world reduce trade barriers in time, stabilize their 
currencies and adjust their international debts on a basis that will 
be fair to debtor and creditor countries alike. 

If all countries would adopt spiritually the principle of ‘World 
Peace through World Trade”’ higher living standards and prosperity 
for all would be sure to follow.

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WORLD CONFERENCE FOR ACTION ON THE 
BOMBARDMENT OF OPEN TOWNS AND 
THE RESTORATION OF PEACE 


The World Conference for Action on the Bombardment of Open 
Towns and the Restoration of Peace, held in Paris, July 23-24, 1938, 
was called by the International Peace Campaign, a private group 
with headquarters at Geneva, Switzerland. Viscount Chelwood, 
winner of the 1937 Nobel Peace Prize, and Pierre Cot, former Air 
Minister of France, presided over the Conference, which was at- 
tended by a thousand delegates from thirty-four countries; Dr, 
Henry Atkinson, president of the United States section of the Inter- 
national Peace Campaign, headed the group from this country. The 
texts of the resolutions adopted follow. 


GENERAL RESOLUTION 


The World Conference for Action on the Bombardment of Open 
Towns and the Restoration of Peace, grouping one thousand delegates 
from thirty-four countries belonging to every section of society as 
well as to every shade of public opinion, philosophic and religious, 

Implores the great States to safeguard peace while there is still 
time and thus to assure their own security. 

It notes that world policy is more and more departing from the 
four principles on which the I.P.C. [International Peace Campaign] 
has been based—respect for treaties; universal limitation of arma- 
ments, collective security, and machinery to allow of the peaceful 
solution of all international problems; and that this departure has 
resulted in wars of aggression, the barbarity of which increases daily 
and which it would be in vain to attempt to humanize. 

The Conference is of opinion that the weakness and acquiescence 
of certain great States with regard to the aggressor States have made 
these States stronger, both in the eyes of international public opinion 
and of their own people; it feels that this criminal weakness has 
created the illusion that the real strength of the great democracies 
is unequal to that of the aggressor States. 

It notes that in reality the democracies possess everything needed 
to stop wars of aggression, since the totalitarian States have at their 
disposal only a minute part of the financial and economic resources 
(in particular raw materials, gold, and petrol) necessary to the pur- 
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suit of their activities; it therefore demands that steps be taken to 
forbid trade which is contrary to the interests of peace. 

The Conference is of opinion that a more rational and equitable 
organization of economic life would diminish the causes of conflict 
and of war; it feels that this problem should be linked with that of 
collective security; it believes that these two problems cannot be 
dealt with satisfactorily without the cooperation of the United States; 
and it instructs the Bureau of the I.P.C. to place both of them on 
the Agenda of a Conference to be held in the near future. 

The Conference regrets that the shortcomings of the great States 
have dangerously weakened the authority of the League of Nations; 
it demands that the authority of the League be strengthened by a 
return to the law of the Covenant, the greatest expression of inter- 
national morality. 

The Conference sends its warmest congratulations to President 
ROOSEVELT and his Ministers for the courageous declarations they 
have recently made; it welcomes this attitude on the part of the 
American Government and American Democracy as a great hope 
for peace; it addresses an earnest appeal to President ROOSEVELT, 
to American Democracy, and to all the democratic forces of the world; 
it hopes that their energetic preventive action will make impossible 
a world conflict which it would be easier to bring about than to stop; 
it calls on them to take the steps called for by the seriousness of the 
situation, promising them the unqualified support of the organiza- 
tions adhering to the International Peace Campaign which group 
represents 400,000,000 human beings. 


RESOLUTION ON THE BOMBARDMENT OF OPEN TOWNS 


The Commission to investigate measures to be taken against the 
bombardment of open towns recommends that organizations and 
individuals should press their Governments to: 

1. Remove immediately every ban on the supply of weapons and 
apparatus of defense against air attacks for such bans are the reason 
for the relative impunity with which the bombardments of civil 
populations are carried out. 

2. Grant financial aid to countries victims of aggression to enable 
them to purchase supplies of weapons and apparatus of defense— 
guns, searchlights. sirens, cement for refuges, etc.—to defend their 
civilian populations from bombardment. 
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3. Place an embargo on the supply of petrol, metal, and other 
material, and also on financial aid to the aggressors who are respon- 
sible for bombardments. 

4. Organize the evacuation, in agreement with the Governments 
of Spain and China, of their populations menaced by bombardment: 
to use for this humane purpose their own mercantile marine and rail 
services and to afford the refugee transports such protection by their 
own armed forces as may be needed. 


The Commission further recommends that organizations and 
individuals should themselves undertake: 

5. An immediate campaign in all countries to obtain the support 
of world opinion for any or all of the proposals mentioned above 
which may be placed before the Assembly of the ait of Nations 
in September. 

6. The mobilization of public opinion against the boeshiidk of 
civil populations, wherever it may take place. 

7. The development of boycott and embargo of goods from and 
for countries engaged in the bombing of civil populations. 

8. The intensification, in particular, of existing measures of boy- 
cott of Japanese goods, thus emphasizing world opinion on the bom- 
bardment of the Chinese civil population. 

g. The organization and dispatch of Commissions composed of 
impartial persons drawn from different countries who could make 
the necessary investigations into the bombardment of civilian popula- 
tions and who could draw the attention of the peoples to the facts, 
This in default of the official commissions which should have been 
sent by the governments. 

The Conference regrets that official international committees have 
not been appointed to investigate the bombardment of civilian 
populations. 

10. The development of the sympathetic liaison between towns 
where civil populations are suffering from bombardment and the 
other towns of the world, begun by the world-wide protest of Mayors. 

11. The development and coordination of the campaigns of action 
along the lines above, internationally and in each country. 


The Commission recommends that: 
The International Peace Campaign should take the initiative in 
this work. 
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The Commission recommends that: 

The National Committees of the I.P.C. be charged with organizing 
as soon as possible a petition to their Governments asking them: 

1. To collaborate in any international efforts with a view to mak- 
ing the bombardment of open towns impossible. 

2. To furnish nations who suffer attacks by the bombardment 
of their open towns with the most efficient means of anti-aircraft 
defense. 


RESOLUTION ON THE IMPROVEMENT OF Foop SUPPLIES 


The World Conference for Action on the Bombardment of Open 
Towns and the Restoration of Peace, 

Noting the failure of governments to help the peoples, victims of 
aggression, despite the undertakings solemnly given by them as 
members of the League of Nations, 

Seeing that the solidarity between the peoples, which has been 
shown in various ways has alone up till now compensated for this 
failure, 

Calls upon the peoples of all countries to intensify their efforts so 
as to improve their contributions in terms of value, efficiency, quan- 
tity and methodical organization to meet the great needs of the 
present moment. 

With this object in view this Conference resolves upon the con- 
stitution under the auspices of the International Peace Campaign 
of a World Commission for Aiding Peoples, Victims of Aggression. 
This Commission to assist all existing organizations, utilize their 
technical resources, especially that of the International Committee 
of Coordination and Information to Aid Republican Spain, that of 
the International Medical Aid Committee, and that of the Inter- 
national Aid for Children, all three being international organizations 
recognized by the Spanish Government which has just created a 
National Committee for Centralized Aid—a precedent which should 
be followed by all other countries, victims of aggression. 

This Commission will accept the participation of all national and 
international organizations who wish to play their part in this neces- 
sary work. 

This Commission will set up a Spanish and a Chinese Section and 
such other sections as circumstances may render necessary. 

This Conference will decide on the nomination at the head of 
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this Commission of a Committee of Honor composed of the most 
distinguished persons of the various countries and also a general 
secretariat. 

A world appeal capable of being used by all organizations wil] 
serve as the basis for any necessary propaganda. 

The Conference believes in the need for immediate action to secure 
the dispatch of ships and trains bearing food supplies, ships whose 
safety would be guaranteed by the navies of the democratic coun- 
tries and also for the organization of constant and unremitting efforts 
for the achievement of the objectives and suggestions already dis- 
cussed and generally known. 

The Conference reaffirms the following propositions: 

1. Immediate steps for the sending of food ships and trains. 

2. Establishment of a Peace Hospital for China. 

3. Organization of an international Solidarity Day and Solidarity 

Week. 


This Sub-Commission submits for examination and action the 
suggestions mentioned in this document. 

It calls upon all organizations to communicate as quickly as pos- 
sible to this Commission their plans and proposals for the organiza- 
tion of the work. 


RESOLUTION ON SPAIN 


The Conference 

Realizing that Spain has been made the victim of a one-sided inter- 
vention which has become a foreign aggression against its territory 
and independence, and that it is the duty of the I.P.C. to condemn 
all aggression, 

Declares that, in conformity with the plan accepted by the Re- 
publican Government, all foreign combatants, including the Riff 
Legionaries, and the military technicians should be withdrawn, so 
that the solution of the Spanish war may be left to the Spaniards 
themselves and that in this way bloodshed may be ended as soon 
as possible; 

Declares that, pending this effective withdrawal, Spain must not 
be made once more the victim of negotiations intentionally pro- 
longed to her detriment,.and that the Republican Government must 
have the complete freedom of trade guaranteed to it by international 
law. 
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The Conference 

Calls upon all peaceful governments to guarantee this freedom, and 
it protests against the obstacles placed in the way of the supply of 
food to the Republicans by the closing of one land frontier at a mo- 
ment when the control of other land and naval frontiers is not assured. 
It protests against the fact that there have been organized neither 
aerial control nor the control of ports. 

Declares that if the complete withdrawal of foreign combatants 
should not be assured within the time fixed by the London Commit- 
tee, the Democratic Governments should forthwith reconsider the 
Spanish problem on the basis of the Covenant of the League of 


Nations. 
RESOLUTION 


(Proposed by Delegation from the United States) 


TO THE PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED STATES 


The World Conference on the Bombardment of Open Towns and 
the Restoration of Peace assembled in Paris, July 23 and 24, repre- 
senting most of the countries of the world, urges upon your attention 
the desperate need of more than two million refugees in Loyalist 
Spain. Knowing well your deep humanitarian sympathies and re- 
membering how in the past the American Government and people 
have come to the aid of distressed people, we are hopeful that the 
Government of the United States under your leadership may now 
extend help to the people of Spain. This Conference is compelled 
to recognize that the problem of the homeless and hungry in Spain 
is now too great to be met by private and voluntary agencies. 

Gratefully aware of your insistence that suffering and hunger 
must be relieved, we respectfully urge that you apply this great 
principle to the suffering of the Spanish people. 

Your leadership in this cause must inevitably result in similar 
actions on the part of the other democratic countries.

| RESOLUTION ON CZECHOSLOVAKIA 


The Conference notes with profound satisfaction that thanks to 
the energetic vigilance on the twenty-first of May and the applica- 
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tion of the principle of Collective Security, Czechoslovakia was able 
to safeguard her independence, her liberties, and her democratic 
regime, which are essential conditions of universal peace and freedom. 

Considering that the danger has not been definitely warded off, it 
calls on public opinion in the democratic and peaceloving countries 
to watch attentively the development of events in Central Europe. 

It protests against the threats of military and economic pressure 
which have been, and can again be, used against Czechoslovakia 
under the pretext that her minorities do not enjoy sufficient rights, 
although it is universally recognized that these minorities have a 
more satisfactory status than those in the majority of the neigh- 
boring countries. 

It is well known, in addition, that the Czechoslovak Government 
is prepared to improve this status in line with its political independ- 
ence and democratic principles. 

It considers that any attempt to find a solution by means of secret 
diplomacy to which Czechoslovakia is not a party is inadmissible 
and dangerous, given the fact that there exists an international or- 
ganization, the LEAGUE OF NATIONS, which is clearly indicated as 
the body to watch over the position of minorities and assure them 
an equitable lot. 

It recalls that any threat of aggression affects the signatories of 
the Briand-Kellogg Pact as well as the whole of the League of Na- 
tions, and that it is the duty of the League to take, as and when 
necessary, the necessary measures to safeguard the security of its 
members. 

The Conference invites its sections throughout the world to or- 
ganize suitable celebrations on the twenty-eighth of October next, 
the twentieth anniversary of the independence of Czechoslovakia.

2. These powers of government are exercisable only by or on 
the authority of the organs of State established by this Con- 
stitution.

Article 9. 


1. 1° On the coming into operation of this Constitution any per- 
son who was a citizen of Saorst4t Eireann immediately before 
the coming into operation of this Constitution shall become and 
be a citizen of Ireland. 

2° The future acquisition and loss of Irish nationality and 
citizenship shall be determined in accordance with law.

All land and all mines, minerals and waters which belonged 
to Saorst4t Eireann immediately before the coming into opera- 
tion of this Constitution belong to the State to the same extent 
as they then belonged to Saorstat Eireann.

Article 12. 


I. 


There shall be a President of Ireland ( Uachtardén nah Eireann), 
hereinafter called the President, who shall take precedence over 
all other persons in the State and who shall exercise and perform 
the powers and functions conferred on the President by this 
Constitution and by law. 

1° The President shall be elected bv direct vote of the people. 

2° Every citizen who has the right to vote at an election for 
members of Dil Eireann shall have the right to vote at an elec- 
tion for President. 

3° The voting shall be by secret ballot and on the system of 
proportional representation by means of the single transferable 
vote.

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1° The President shall hold office for seven years from the 
date upon which he enters upon his office, unless before the ex- 
piration of that period he dies, or resigns, or is removed from 
office, or becomes permanently incapacitated, such incapacity 
being established to the satisfaction of the Supreme Court con- 
sisting of not less than five judges. 

2° A person who holds, or who has held, office as President, 
shall be eligible for reelection to that office once, but only once. 

3° An election for the office of President shall be held not 
later than, and not earlier than the sixtieth day before, the date 
o1 the expiration of the term of office of every President, but in 
the event of the removal from office of the President or of his 
death, resignation, or permanent incapacity established as afore- 
said, an election for the office of President shall be held within 
sixty days after such event.

3° A proposal to either House of the Oireachtas to prefer a 
charge against the President under this section shall not be 
entertained unless upon a notice of motion in writing signed by 
not less than thirty members of that House. 

4° No such proposal shall be adopted by either of the Houses 
of the Oireachtas save upon a resolution of that House supported 
by not less than two-thirds of the total membership thereof. 

5° When a charge has been preferred by either House of the 
Oireachtas, the other House shall investigate the charge, or cause 
the charge to be investigated. 

6° The President shall have the right to appear and to be 
represented at the investigation of the charge. 

7° If, as a result of the investigation, a resolution be passed 
supported by not less than two-thirds of the total membership 
of the House of the Oireachtas by which the charge was inves-

misbehaviour, the subject of the charge, was such as to render 
him unfit to continue in office, such resolution shall operate to 
remove the President from his office. 

1° The President shall have an official residence in or near 
the City of Dublin. 

2° The President shall receive such emoluments and allow- 
ances as may be determined by law. 

3° The emoluments and allowances of the President shall 
not be diminished during his term of office.

1° The President shall, on the nomination of D4il Eireann, 
appoint the Taoiseach, that is, the head of the Government or 
Prime Minister. 

2° The President shall, on the nomination of the Taoiseach 
with the previous approval of D4il Eireann, appoint the other 
members of the Government. 

3° The President shall, on the advice of the Taoiseach, accept 
the resignation or terminate the appointment of any member 
of the Government. 

1° Dail Eireann shall be summoned and dissolved by the 
President on the advice of the Taoiseach. 

2° The President may in his absolute discretion refuse to 
dissolve D4il Eireann on the advice of a Taoiseach who has 
ceased to retain the support of a majority in DAil Eireann. 

3° The President may at any time, after consultation with 
the Council of State, convene a meeting of either or both of 
the Houses of the Oireachtas. 

1° Every Bill passed or deemed to have been passed by both 
Houses of the Oireachtas shall require the signature of the 
President for its enactment into law. 

2° The President shall promulgate every law made by the 
Oireachtas. 

The supreme command of the Defence Forces is hereby vested 
in the President. 

1° The exercise of the supreme command of the Defence 
Forces shall be regulated by law. 
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2° All commissioned officers of the Defence Forces shall hold A 
their commissions from the President. 
6. The right of pardon and the power to commute or remit 
punishment imposed by any court exercising criminal jurisdic- 
tion are hereby vested in the President, but such power of com- 
mutation or remission may, except in capital cases, also be 
conferred by law on other authorities.

In the event of the absence of the President, or his temporary 
incapacity, or his permanent incapacity established as provided 
by section 3 of Article 12 hereof, or in the event of his death, 
resignation, removal from office, or failure to exercise and per- 
form the powers and functions of his office or any of them, or at 
any time at which the office of President may be vacant, the 
powers and functions conferred on the President by this Con- 
stitution shall be exercised and performed by a Commission 
constituted as provided in section 2 of this Article. 

1° The Commission shall consist of the following persons, 
namely, the Chief Justice, the Chairman of D4il Eireann (An 
Ceann Comhairle), and the Chairman of Seanad Eireann. 

2° The President of the High Court shall act as a member 
of the Commission in the place of the Chief Justice on any 
occasion on which the office of Chief Justice is vacant or on which 
the Chief Justice is unable to act. 

3° The Deputy Chairman of D4il Eireann shall act as a mem- 
ber of the Commission in the place of the Chairman of Dail 
Eireann on any occasion on which the office of Chairman of 
Dail Eireann is vacant or on which the said Chairman is unable 
to act. 

4° The Deputy Chairman of Seanad Eireann shall act as 
a member of the Commission in the place of the Chairman 
of Seanad Eireann on any occasion on which the office of Chair- 
man of Seanad Eireann is vacant or on which the said Chairman 
is unable to act. 

The Commission may act by any two of their number and 
may act notwithstanding a vacancy in their membership. 

The Council of State may by a majority of its members make 
such provision as to them may seem meet for the exercise and 
performance of the powers and functions conferred on the Presi- 
dent by this Constitution in any contingency which is not 
provided for by the foregoing provisions of this Article. 

1° The Provisions of this Constitution which relate to the 
exercise and performance by the President of the powers and

2° In the event of the failure of the President to exercise or 


perform any power or function which the President is by this

THE NATIONAL PARLIAMENT 


CONSTITUTION AND POWERS 


Article 15. 


I. 


1° The National Parliament shall be called and known, and 
is in this Constitution generally referred to, as the Oireachtas. 

2° The Oireachtas shall consist of the President and two 
Houses, viz.: a House of Representatives to be called Dail 
Eireann and a Senate to be called Seanad Eireann. 

3° The Houses of the Oireachtas shall sit in or near the City 
of Dublin or in such other place as they may from time to time 
determine. 

1° The sole and exclusive power of making laws for the State 
is hereby vested in the Oireachtas: no other legislative authority 
has power to make laws for the State. 

2° Provision may however be made by law for the creation 
or recognition of subordinate legislatures and for the powers 
and functions of these legislatures. 

1° The Oireachtas may provide for the establishment or 
recognition of functional or vocational councils representing 
branches of the social and economic life of the people. 

2° A law establishing or recognising any such council shall 
determine its rights, powers and duties, and its relation to the 
Oireachtas and to the Government. 

1° The Oireachtas shall not enact any law which is in any 
respect repugnant to this Constitution or any provision thereof. 

2° Every law enacted by the Oireachtas which is in any respect 
repugnant to this Constitution or to any provision thereof, 
shall, but to the extent only of such repugnancy, be invalid. 

The Oireachtas shall not declare acts to be infringements of 
the law which were not so at the date of their commission. 
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1° The right to raise and maintain military or armed forces 
is vested exclusively in the Oireachtas. 

2° No military or armed force, other than a military or armed 
force raised and maintained by the Oireachtas, shall be raised 
or maintained for any purpose whatsoever. 

The Oireachtas shall hold at least one session every year. 

1° Sittings of each House of the Oireachtas shall be public. 

2° In cases of special emergency, however, either House 
may hold a private sitting with the assent of two-thirds of 
the members present. 

1° Each House of the Oireachtas shall elect from its members 
its own Chairman and Deputy Chairman, and shall prescribe 
their powers and duties. 

2° The remuneration of the Chairman and Deputy Chairman 
of each House shall be determined by law. 

Each House shall make its own rules and standing orders, 
with power to attach penalties for their infringement, and shall 
have power to ensure freedom of debate, to protect its official 
documents and the private papers of its members, and to protect 
itself and its members against any person or persons interfering 
with, molesting or attempting to corrupt its members in the 
exercise of their duties. 

1° All questions in each House shall, save as otherwise pro- 
vided by this Constitution, be determined by a majority of the 
votes of the members present and voting other than the Chair- 
man or presiding member. 

2° The Chairman or presiding member shall have and exercise 
a casting vote in the case of an equality of votes. 

3° The number of members necessary to constitute a meeting 
of either House for the exercise of its powers shall be determined 
by its standing orders. 

All official reports and publications of the Oireachtas or of 
either House thereof and utterances made in either House 
wherever published shall be privileged. 

The members of each House of the Oireachtas shall, except 
in case of treason as defined in this Constitution, felony or 
breach of the peace, be privileged from arrest in going to and 
returning from, and while within the precincts of, either House, 
and shall not, in respect of any utterance in either House, be

amenable to any court or any authority other than the House 
itself. 

14. No person may be at the same time a member of both Houses 
of the Oireachtas, and, if any person who is already a member 
of either House becomes a member of the other House, he shall 
forthwith be deemed to have vacated his first seat. 

15. The Oireachtas may make provision by law for the payment 
of allowances to the members of each House thereof in respect 
of their duties as public representatives and for the grant to 
them of free traveling and such other facilities (if any) in 
connection with those duties as the Oireachtas may determine. 


DAIL EIREANN 
Article 16. 


1. 1° Every citizen without distinction of sex who has reached 
the age of twenty-one years, and who is not placed under dis- 
ability or incapacity by this Constitution or by law, shall be 
eligible for membership of Dail Eireann. 

2° Every citizen without distinction of sex who has reached 
the age of twenty-one years who is not disqualified by law and 
complies with the provisions of the law relating to the election 
of members of Da4il Eireann, shall have the right to vote at an 
election for members of Dil Eireann. 

3° No law shall be enacted placing any citizen under disability 
or incapacity for membership of Dail Eireann on the ground of 
sex or disqualifying any citizen from voting at an election for 
members of D4il Eireann on that ground. 

4° No voter may exercise more than one vote at an election 
for Dail Eireann, and the voting shall be by secret ballot. 

2. 1° D4&il Eireann shall be composed of members who represent 
constituencies determined by law. 

2° The number of members shall from time to time be fixed | 
by law, but the total number of members of DAil Eireann shall 
not be fixed at less than one member for each thirty thousand 
of the population, or at more than one member for each twenty 
thousand of the population. 

3° The ratio between the number of members to be elected 
at any time for each constituency and the population of each 
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constituency, as ascertained at the last preceding census, shall, 
so far as it is practicable, be the same throughout the country. 

4° The Oireachtas shall revise the constituencies at least 
once in every twelve years, with due regard to changes in dis- 
tribution of the population, but any alterations in the con- 
stituencies shall not take effect during the life of Dail Eireann 
sitting when such revision is made. 

5° The members shall be elected on the system of proportional 
representation by means of the single transferable vote. 

6° No law shall be enacted whereby the number of members 
to be returned for any constituency shall be less than three. 

1° D&il Eireann shall be summoned and dissolved as provided 
by section 2 of Article 13 of this Constitution. 

2° A general election for members of D4il Eireann shall take 
place not later than thirty days after a dissolution of Da4il 
Eireann. 

1° Polling at every general election for DAil Eireann shall 
as far as practicable take place on the same day throughout the 
country. 

2° Dil Eireann shall meet within thirty days from that 
polling day. 

The same Dail Eireann shall not continue for a longer period 
than seven years from the date of its first meeting: a shorter 
period may be fixed by law. 

Provision shall be made by law to enable the member of Dail 
Eireann who is the Chairman immediately before a dissolution 
of Dail Eireann to be deemed without any actual election to be 
elected a member of DAil Eireann at the ensuing general election, 

Subject to the foregoing provisions of this Article, elections 
for membership of D4il Eireann, including the filling of casual 
vacancies, shall be regulated in accordance with law. 


Article 17. 


I. 


1° As soon as possible after the presentation to D4il Eireann 
under Article 28 of this Constitution of the Estimates of receipts 
and the Estimates of expenditure of the State for any financial 
year, Dail Eireann shall consider such Estimates. 

2° Save in so far as may be provided by specific enactment 
in each case, the legislation required to give effect to the Finan- 
cial Resolutions of each year shall be enacted within that year. 
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2. Déil Eireann shall not pass any vote or resolution, and no 
law shall be enacted, for the appropriation of revenue or other 
public moneys unless the purpose of the appropriation shall 
have been recommended to Dil Eireann by a message from the 
Government signed by the Taoiseach. 


SEANAD EIREANN 
Article 18. 


1. Seanad Eireann shall be composed of sixty members, of whom 
eleven shall be nominated members and forty-nine shall be 
elected members. 

2. A person to be eligible for membership of Seanad Eireann 
must be eligible to become a member of DAil Eireann. 

3. The nominated members of Seanad Eireann shall be nominated 
by the Taoiseach with their prior consent. 

4. The elected members of Seanad Eireann shall be elected as 
follows: 

i. Three shall be elected by the National University of Ire- (| 
land. 

ii. Three shall be elected by the University of Dublin. 

iii. Forty-three shall be elected from panels of candidates 
constituted as hereinafter provided. 

5. Every election of the elected members of Seanad Eireann 
shall be held on the system of proportional representation by 
means of the single transferable vote, and by secret postal ballot. 

6. The members of Seanad Eireann to be elected by the Univer- 
sities shall be elected on a franchise and in the manner to be 
provided by law. 

7. 1° Before each general election of the members of Seanad 
Eireann to be elected from panels of candidates, five panels of 
candidates shall be formed in the manner provided by law con- 
taining respectively the names of persons having knowledge 
and practical experience of the following interests and services, 
namely: 

i. National Language and Culture, Literature, Art, Educa- 
tion and such professional interests as may be defined by 
law for the purpose of this panel; 

ii. Agriculture and allied interests, and Fisheries; 
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iii. Labour, whether organised or unorganised; 

iv. Industry and Commerce, including banking, finance, 

accountancy, engineering and architecture; 

v. Public Administration and social services, including vol- 

untary social activities. 

2° Not more than eleven and, subject to the provisions of 
Article 19 hereof, not less than five members of Seanad Eireann 
shall be elected from any one panel. 

A general election for Seanad Eireann shall take place not 
later than ninety days after a dissolution of Dail Eireann, and 
the first meeting of Seanad Eireann after the general election 
shall take place on a day to be fixed by the President on the 
advice of the Taoiseach. 

Every member of Seanad Eireann shall, unless he previously 
dies, resigns, or becomes disqualified, continue to hold office 
until the day before the polling day of the general election for 
Seanad Eireann next held after his election or nomination. 

1° Subject to the foregoing provisions of this Article elections 
of the elected members of Seanad Eireann shall be regulated 
by law. 

2° Casual vacancies in the number of the nominated members 
of Seanad Eireann shall be filled by nomination by the Taoiseach 
with the prior consent of persons so nominated. 

3° Casual vacancies in the number of the elected members 
of Seanad Eireann shall be filled in the manner provided by law. 


Article 19. 


Provision may be made by law for the direct election by any 
functional or vocational group or association or council of so 
many members of Seanad Eireann as may be fixed by such law 
in substitution for an equal number of the members to be elected 
from the corresponding panels of candidates constituted under 
Article 18 of this Constitution. 


LEGISLATION 


Article 20. 


Every Bill initiated in and passed by D&4il Eireann shall be 
sent to Seanad Eireann and may, unless it be a Money Bill, 








be amended in Seanad Eireann and Dail Eireann shall consider 
any such amendment. 

2. 1° A Bill other than a Money Bill may be initiated in Seanad 
Eireann, and if passed by Seanad Eireann, shall be introduced 
in DAil Eireann. 

2° A Bill initiated in Seanad Eireann if amended in Déil 
Eireann shall be considered as a Bill initiated in DAil Eireann, 

3. A Bill passed by either House and accepted by the other 

House shall be deemed to have been passed by both Houses, 


Money Bills 


Article 21. 


1. 1° Money Bills shall be initiated in Dail Eireann only. 
2° Every Money Bill passed by D4il Eireann shall be sent 
to Seanad Eireann for its recommendations. 

2. 1° Every Money Bill sent to Seanad Eireann for its recom- 
mendations shall, at the expiration of a period not longer than 
twenty-one days after it shall have been sent to Seanad Eireann, 
be returned to DAil Eireann, which may accept or reject all or 
any of the recommendations of Seanad Eireann. 

2° If such Money Bill is not returned by Seanad Eireann to 
Dil Eireann within such twenty-one days or is returned within 
such twenty-one days with recommendations which DAil Eireann 
does not accept, it shall be deemed to have been passed by both 
Houses at the expiration of the said twenty-one days. 
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Article 22. 

1. 1° A Money Bill means a Bill which contains only provisions 
dealing with all or any of the following matters, namely, the 
imposition, repeal, remission, alteration or regulation of taxa- 
tion; the imposition for the payment of debt or other financial 
purposes of charges on public moneys or the variation or repeal 
of any such charges; supply; the appropriation, receipt, custody, 
issue or audit of accounts of public money; the raising or guaran- 
tee of any loan or the repayment thereof; matters subordinate 
and incidental to these matters or any of them. 

2° In this definition the expressions “taxation,” ‘public 
money” and “loan” respectively do not include any taxation, 
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money or loan raised by local authorities or bodies for local 
purposes. 

1° The Chairman of D4il Eireann shall certify any Bill which, 
in his opinion, is a Money Bill to be a Money Bill, and his cer- 
tificate shall, subject to the subsequent provisions of this section, 
be final and conclusive. 

2° Seanad Eireann, by a resolution, passed at a sitting at 
which not less than thirty members are present, may request 
the President to refer the question whether the Bill is or is not 
a Money Bill to a Committee of Privileges. 

3° If the President after consultation with the Council of 
State decides to accede to the request he shall appoint a Com- 
mittee of Privileges consisting of an equal number of members 
of Dail Eireann and of Seanad Eireann and a Chairman who 
shall be a Judge of the Supreme Court: these appointments shall 
be made after consultation with the Council of State. In the 
case of an equality of votes but not otherwise the Chairman shall 
be entitled to vote. 

4° The President shall refer the question to the Committee 
of Privileges so appointed and the Committee shall report its 
decision thereon to the President within twenty-one days after 
the day on which the Bill was sent to Seanad Eireann. 

5° The decision of the Committee shall be final and conclusive. 

6° If the President after consultation with the Council of 
State decides not to accede to the request of Seanad Eireann, 
or if the Committee of Privileges fails to report within the time 
hereinbefore specified the certificate of the Chairman of Dail 
Eireann shall stand confirmed. 


Time for Consideration of Bills 


Article 23. 


I, 


This Article applies to every Bill passed by Dail Eireann and 
sent to Seanad Eireann other than a Money Bill or a Bill the 
time for the consideration of which by Seanad Eireann shall have 
been abridged under Article 24 of this Constitution. 

1° Whenever a Bill to which this Article applies is within 
the stated period defined in the next following sub-section either 
rejected by Seanad Eireann or passed by Seanad Eireann with 
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I. 


amendments to which Dil Eireann does not agree or is neither 
passed (with or without amendment) nor rejected by Seanad 
Eireann within the stated period, the Bill shall, if Dail Eireann 
so resolves within one hundred and eighty days after the expira- 
tion of the stated period be deemed to have been passed by both 
Houses of the Oireachtas on the day on which the resolution 
is passed. 

2° The stated period is the period of ninety days commencing 
on the day on which the Bill is first sent by D4il Eireann to 
Seanad Eireann or any longer period agreed upon in respect of 
the Bill by both Houses of the Oireachtas. 

1° The preceding section of this Article shall apply to a Bill 
which is initiated in and passed by Seanad Eireann, amended 
by DAil Eireann, and accordingly deemed to have been initiated 
in DAil Eireann. 

2° For the purpose of this application the stated period shall 
in relation to such a Bill commence on the day on which the Bill 
is first sent to Seanad Eireann after having been amended by 
D4il Eireann. 


—_ 
Article 24. 


If and whenever on the passage by Da4il Eireann of any Bill, 
other than a Bill expressed to be a Bill containing a proposal 
to amend the Constitution, the Taoiseach certifies by messages 
in writing addressed to the President and to the Chairman of 
each House of the Oireachtas that, in the opinion of the Govern- 
ment, the Bill is urgent and immediately necessary for the pres- 
ervation of the public peace and security, or by reason of the 
existence of a public emergency, whether domestic or inter- 
national, the time for the consideration of such Bill by Seanad 
Eireann shall, if Dail Eireann so resolves and if the President, 
after consultation with the Council of State, concurs, be abridged 
to such period as shall be specified in the resolution. 

Where a Bill the time for the consideration of which by Seanad 
Eireann has been abridged under this Article is within the period 
specified in the resolution either rejected by Seanad Eireann or 
passed by Seanad Eireann with amendments or recommenda- 
tions to which D4il Eireann does not agree or is neither passed 
(with or without amendments or recommendations) nor rejected 
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by Seanad Eireann within the period so specified the Bill shall be 
deemed to have been passed by both Houses of the Oireachtas 
at the expiration of that period. 

When a Bill the time for the consideration of which by Seanad 
Eireann has been abridged under this Article becomes law it 
shall remain in force for a period of ninety days from the date 
of its enactment and no longer unless, before the expiration of 
that period, both Houses shall have agreed that such law shall 
remain in force for a longer period and the longer period so agreed 
upon shall have been specified in resolutions passed by both 
Houses. 


Signing and Promulgation of Laws 


Article 25. 


I. 


As soon as any Bill, other than a Bill expressed to be a Bill 
containing a proposal for the amendment of this Constitution, 
shall have been passed or deemed to have been passed by both 
Houses of the Oireachtas, the Taoiseach shall present it to the 
President for his signature and for promulgation by him as a law: . 
in accordance with the provisions of this Article. 

1° Save as otherwise provided by this Constitution, every 
Bill so presented to the President for his signature and for pro- 
mulgation by him as a law shall be signed by the President not 
earlier than five and not later than seven days after the date 
on which the Bill shall have been presented to him. 

2° At the request of the Government, with the prior concur- 
rence of Seanad Eireann, the President may sign any Bill the 
subject of such request on a date which is earlier than five days 
after such date as aforesaid. 

Every Bill the time for the consideration of which by Seanad 
Eireann shall have been abridged under Article 24 of this Con- 
stitution shall be signed by the President on the day on which 
such Bill is presented to him for signature and promulgation 
as a law. 

1° Every Bill signed by the President under this Constitution 
shall become and be law as on and from the day on which the 
Bill shall have been so signed. 

2° Every Bill signed by the President shall come into opera- 
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tion on the day on which it is so signed unless the contrary in- 
tention appears. 

3° Every Bill so signed shall be promulgated by the President 
as a law by the publication by his direction of a notice in the 
Iris Oifigivil stating that such Bill has become law. 

4° As soon as may be after the President has signed any 
Bill and promulgated it as a law, the signed text shall be enrolled 
for record in the office of the Registrar of the Supreme Court 
and such signed text shall be conclusive evidence as to the 
provisions of such law. 

5° An official translation of every law enacted by the Oireach- 
tas in the Irish language shall be issued in the English language 
and an official translation of every law enacted by the Oireachtas 
in the English language shall be issued in the Irish language. 


Reference of Bills to the Supreme Court 


Article 26. 


This Article applies to any Bill passed or deemed to have 
been passed by both Houses of the Oireachtas other than a 
Money Bill, or a Bill expressed to be a Bill containing a proposal 
to amend the Constitution, or a Bill the time for the considera- 
tion of which by Seanad Eireann shall have been abridged under 
Article 24 of this Constitution. 

1° The President may, after consultation with the Council 
of State, refer any Bill to which this Article applies to the 
Supreme Court for a decision on the question as to whether 
such Bill or any specified provision or provisions of such Bill 
is or are repugnant to this Constitution or to any provision 
thereof. 

2° Every such reference shall be made not later than four 
days after the date on which such Bill shall have been passed 
or deemed to have been passed by both Houses of the Oireachtas. 

3° The President shall not sign any Bill the subject of a 
reference to the Supreme Court under this Article pending the 
pronouncement of the decision of the Court. 

1° The Supreme Court consisting of not less than five judges 
shall consider every question referred to it by the President 
under this Article for a decision, and, having heard arguments 
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by or on behalf of the Attorney General and by counsel assigned 
by the Court, shall pronounce its decision on such question in 
open court as soon as may be, and in any case not later than 
sixty days after the date of such reference. 

2° The decision of the majority of the judges of the Supreme 
Court shall, for the purposes of this Article, be the decision of 
the Court. 

1° In every case in which the Supreme Court decides that 
any provision of a Bill the subject of a reference to the Supreme 
Court under this Article is repugnant to this Constitution or to 
any provision thereof, the President shall decline to sign such Bill. 

2° In every other case the President shall sign the Bill as 
soon as may be after the date on which the decision of the 
Supreme Court shall have been pronounced. 


Reference of Bills to the People 


Article 27. 


This Article applies to any Bill, other than a Bill expressed 
to be a Bill containing a proposal for the amendment of this 
Constitution, which shall have been deemed, by virtue of Article 
23 hereof, to have been passed by both Houses of the Oireachtas. 

A majority of the members of Seanad Eireann and not less 


than one-third of the members of Dail Eireann may by a joint 


petition addressed to the President by them under this Article 
request the President to decline to sign and promulgate as a 
law any Bill to which this Article applies on the ground that the 
Bill contains a proposal of such national importance that the will 
of the people thereon ought to be ascertained. 

Every such petition shall be in writing signed by the peti- 
tioners, shall contain a statement of the particular ground or 
grounds on which the request is based, and shall be presented 
to the President not later than four days after the date on which 
the Bill shall have been deemed to have been passed by both 
Houses of the Oireachtas. 

Upon receipt of a petition addressed to him under this Article, 
the President shall forthwith consider such petition and shall, 
after consultation with the Council of State, pronounce his 
decision thereon not later than ten days after the date on which 
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the Bill to which such petition relates shall have been deemed 
to have been passed by both Houses of the Oireachtas. 

4. 1° In every case in which the President decides that a Bill 
the subject of a petition under this Article contains a proposal 
of such national importance that the will of the people thereon 
ought to be ascertained, he shall inform the Taoiseach and the 
Chairman of each House of the Oireachtas accordingly in writing 
under his hand and Seal and shall decline to sign and promulgate 
such Bill as a law unless and until the proposal shall have been 
approved either 

i. by the people at a Referendum in accordance with the 
provisions of section 2 of Article 47 of this Constitution 
within a period of eighteen months from the date of the 
President’s decision, or 

ii. by a resolution of DAil Eireann passed within the said 
period after a dissolution and reassembly of D4il Eireann, 

2° Every such Bill which shall have been approved either 
by the people or by a resolution of D4il Eireann in accordance 
with the foregoing provisions of this section shall as soon as 
may be after such approval be presented to the President for 
his signature and promulgation by him as a law and the President 
shall thereupon sign the Bill and duly promulgate it as a law. 

5. In every case in which the President decides that a Bill the 
subject of a petition under this Article does not contain a pro- 
posal of such national importance that the will of the people 
thereon ought to be ascertained, he shall inform the Taoiseach 
and the Chairman of each House of the Oireachtas accordingly 
in writing under his hand and Seal, and such Bill shall be signed 
by the President not later than eleven days after the date on 
which the Bill shall have been deemed to have been passed 
by both Houses of the Oireachtas and shall be duly promulgated 
by him as a law.

THE GOVERNMENT 
Article 28. 


1. The Government shall consist of not less than seven and not 
more than fifteen members who shall be appointed by the Presi- 
dent in accordance with the provisions of this Constitution. 

2. Theexecutive power of the State shall, subject to the provisions 
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of this Constitution, be exercised by or on the authority of the 
Government. 

1° War shall not be declared and the State shall not participate 
in any war save with the assent of DAil Eireann. 

2° In the case of actual invasion, however, the Government 
may take whatever steps they may consider necessary for the 
protection of the State, and Dail Eireann if not sitting shall be 
summoned to meet at the earliest practicable date. 

3° Nothing in this Constitution shall be invoked to invalidate 
any law enacted by the Oireachtas which is expressed to be for 
the purpose of securing the public safety and the preservation 
of the State in time of war or armed rebellion, or to nullify any 
act done or purporting to be done in pursuance of any such law. 

1° The Government shall be responsible to D4il Eireann. 

2° The Government shall meet and act as a collective au- 
thority, and shall be collectively responsible for the Departments 
of State administered by the members of the Government. 

3° The Government shall prepare Estimates of the Receipts 
and Estimates of the Expenditure of the State for each financial 
year, and shall present them to D4il Eireann for consideration. 

1° The head of the Government, or Prime Minister, shall be 
called, and is in this Constitution referred to as, the Taoiseach. 

2° The Taoiseach shall keep the President generally informed 
on matters of domestic and international policy. 

1° The Taoiseach shall nominate a member of the Govern- 
ment to be the TAnaiste. 

2° The TAnaiste shall act for all purposes in the place of the 
Taoiseach if the Taoiseach should die, or become permanently 
incapacitated, until a new Taoiseach shall have been appointed. 

3° The TAnaiste shall also act for or in the place of the Taois- 
each during the temporary absence of the Taoiseach. 

1° The Taoiseach, the TAanaiste and the member of the Gov- 
ernment who is in charge of the Department of Finance must 
be members of DAil Eireann. 

2° The other members of the Government must be members of 
DAil Eireann or Seanad Eireann, but not more than two may be 
members of Seanad Eireann. 

Every member of the Government shall have the right to 
attend and be heard in each House of the Oireachtas. 
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9. 1° The Taoiseach may resign from office at any time by plac- 

ing his resignation in the hands of the President. 

2° Any other member of the Government may resign from 
office by placing his resignation in the hands of the Taoiseach 
for submission to the President. 

3° The President shall accept the resignation of a member of 
the Government, other than the Taoiseach, if so advised by 
the Taoiseach. 

4° The Taoiseach may at any time, for reasons which to him 
seem sufficient, request a member of the Government to resign; 
should the member concerned fail to comply with the request, 
his appointment shall be terminated by the President if the 
Taoiseach so advises. 

10. The Taoiseach shall resign from office upon his ceasing to 
retain the support of a majority in DAil Eireann unless on his 
advice the President dissolves D&il Eireann and on the reassem- 
bly of Dail Eireann after the dissolution the Taoiseach secures 
the support of a majority in Dail Eireann. 

11. 1° If the Taoiseach at any time resigns from office the other 
members of the Government shall be deemed also to have re- 
signed from office, but the Taoiseach and the other members 
of the Government shall continue to carry on their duties until 
their successors shall have been appointed. 

2° The members of the Government in office at the date of a 
dissolution of D&il Eireann shall continue to hold office until 
their successors shall have been appointed. 

12. The following matters shall be regulated in accordance with 
law, namely, the organization of, and distribution of business 
amongst, Departments of State, the designation of members of 
the Government to be the Ministers in charge of the said Depart- 
ments, the discharge of the functions of the office of a member of 
the Government during his temporary absence or incapacity, 
and the remuneration of the members of the Government. 


INTERNATIONAL RELATIONS 
Article 29. 


1. Ireland affirms its devotion to the ideal of peace and friendly 
cooperation amongst nations founded on international justice 
and morality. 
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Ireland affirms its adherence to the principle of the pacific 
settlement of international disputes by international arbitration 
or judicial determination. 

Ireland accepts the generally recognised principles of inter- 
national law as its rule of conduct in its relations with other 
States. 

1° The executive power of the State in or in connection with 
its external relations shall in accordance with Article 28 of this 
Constitution be exercised by or on the authority of the Gov- 
ernment. 

2° For the purpose of the exercise of any executive function 
of the State in or in connection with its external relations, the 
Government may to such extent and subject to such conditions, 
if any, as may be determined by law, avail of or adopt any organ, 
instrument, or method of procedure used or adopted for the like 
purpose by the members of any group or league of nations with 
which the State is or becomes associated for the purpose of inter- 
national cooperation in matters of common concern. 

1° Every international agreement to which the State becomes 
a party shall be laid before DAil Eireann. 

2° The State shall not be bound by any international agree- 
ment involving a charge upon public funds unless the terms of 
the agreement shall have been approved by DaAil Eireann. 

3° This section shall not apply to agreements or conventions 
of a technical and administrative character. 

No international agreement shall be part of the domestic law 
of the State save as may be determined by the Oireachtas. 


THE ATTORNEY GENERAL 


Article 30. 


I, 


There shall be an Attorney General who shall be the adviser 
of the Government in matters of law and legal opinion, and shall 
exercise and perform all such powers, functions and duties as 
are conferred or imposed on him by this Constitution or by law. 

The Attorney General shall be appointed by the President 
on the nomination of the Taoiseach. 

All crimes and offences prosecuted in any court constituted 
under Article 34 of this Constitution other than a court of sum- 
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mary jurisdiction shall be prosecuted in the name of the People 
and at the suit of the Attorney General or some other person 
authorised in accordance with law to act for that purpose. 

The Attorney General shall not be a member of the Govern- 
ment. 

1° The Attorney General may at any time resign from office 
by placing his resignation in the hands of the Taoiseach for sub- 
mission to the President. 

2° The Taoiseach may, for reasons which to him seem suffi- 
cient, request the resignation of the Attorney General. 

3° In the event of failure to comply with the request, the 
appointment of the Attorney General shall be terminated by 
the President if the Taoiseach so advises. 

4° The Attorney General shall retire from office upon the 
resignation of the Taoiseach, but may continue to carry on his 
duties until the successor to the Taoiseach shall have been 
appointed. 

Subject to the foregoing provisions of this Article, the office 
of Attorney General, including the remuneration to be paid to 
the holder of the office, shall be regulated by law. 


Tue CounciL or STATE 


Article 31. 


I. 


2. 


There shall be a Council of State to aid and counsel the Presi- 
dent on all matters on which the President may consult the said 
Council in relation to the exercise and performance by him of 
such of his powers and functions as are by this Constitution 
expressed to be exercisable and performable after consultation 
with the Council of State, and to exercise such other functions 
as are conferred on the said Council by this Constitution. 

The Council of State shall consist of the following members: 

i. As ex-officio members: the Taoiseach, the TAnaiste, the 
Chief Justice, the President of the High Court, the Chair- 
man of D4il Eireann, the Chairman of Seanad Eireann, 
and the Attorney General. 

ii. Every person able and willing to act as a member of the 

Council of State who shall have held the office of President, 
or the office of Taoiseach, or the office of Chief Justice, or 
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the office of President of the Executive Council of Saorstat 
Eireann. 

iii. Such other persons, if any, as may be appointed by the 
President under this Article to be members of the Council 
of State. 

3. The President may at any time and from time to time by 
warrant under his hand and Seal appoint such other persons as, 
in his absolute discretion, he may think fit, to be members of 
the Council of State, but not more than seven persons so ap- 
pointed shall be members of the Council of State at the same 
time. 

4. Every member of the Council of State shall at the first meeting 
thereof which he attends as a member take and subscribe a 
declaration in the following form: 

In the presence of Almighty God I 

do solemnly and sincerely promise and declare that I will 

faithfully and conscientiously fulfil my duties as a member 

of the Council of State. 


! 5. Every member of the Council of State appointed by the 
| President, unless he previously dies, resigns, becomes perma- 
| nently incapacitated, or is removed from office, shall hold office 
until the successor of the President by whom he was appointed 
shall have entered upon his office. ; 
6. Any member of the Council of State appointed by the President 
may resign from office by placing his resignation in the hands of 
the President. 
7. The President may, for reasons which to him seem sufficient, 
by an order under his hand and Seal, terminate the appointment 
of any member of the Council of State appointed by him. 
8. Meetings of the Council of State may be convened by the 
President at such times and places as he shall determine. 


Article 32. 


The President shall not exercise or perform any of the powers 
or functions which are by this Constitution expressed to be 
exercisable or performable by him after consultation with the 
Council of State unless, and on every occasion before so doing, he 
shall have convened a meeting of the Council of State and the 
members present at such meeting shall have been heard by him. 
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THE COMPTROLLER AND AUDITOR GENERAL 


Article 33. 


I. 


There shall be a Comptroller and Auditor General to control on 
behalf of the State all disbursements and to audit all accounts of 
moneys administered by or under the authority of the Oireachtas, 

The Comptroller and Auditor General shall be appointed by 
the President on the nomination of D4il Eireann. 

The Comptroller and Auditor General shall not be a member 
of either House of the Oireachtas and shall not hold any other 
office or position of emolument. 

The Comptroller and Auditor General shall report to Dail 
Eireann at stated periods as determined by law. 

1° The Comptroller and Auditor General shall not be removed 
from office except for stated misbehaviour or incapacity, and 
then only upon resolutions passed by DAil Eireann and by 
Seanad Eireann calling for his removal. 

2° The Taoiseach shall duly notify the President of any such 
resolutions as aforesaid passed by D4il Eireann and by Seanad 
Eireann and shall send him a copy of each such resolution certi- 
fied by the Chairman of the House of the Oireachtas by which 
it shall have been passed. 

3° Upon receipt of such notification and of copies of such 
resolutions, the President shall forthwith, by an order under 
his hand and Seal, remove the Comptroller and Auditor General 
from office. 

Subject to the foregoing, the terms and conditions of the 
office of Comptroller and Auditor General shall be determined 
by law. 


THE Courts 


Article 34. 


I. 


2. 


3. 


Justice shall be administered in public courts established 
by law by judges appointed in the manner provided by this 
Constitution. 

The Courts shall comprise Courts of First Instance and a 
Court of Final Appeal. 

1° The Courts of First Instance shall include a High Court 
invested with full original jurisdiction in and power to determine 
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all matters and questions whether of law or fact, civil or criminal. 

2° The jurisdiction of the High Court shall extend to the ques- 
tion of the validity of any law having regard to the provisions 
of this Constitution, and in all cases in which any such matter 
shall come into question the High Court alone shall exercise 
original jurisdiction. 

3° The Courts of First Instance shall also include Courts of 
local and limited jurisdiction with a right of appeal as determined 


by law. 
1° The Court of Final Appeal shall be called the Supreme 


Court. 
2° The president of the Supreme Court shall be called the 


Chief Justice. 

3° The Supreme Court shall, with such exceptions and subject 
to such regulations as may be prescribed by law, have appellate 
jurisdiction from all decisions of the High Court, and shall also 
have appellate jurisdiction from such decisions of other courts 
as may be prescribed by law. 

4° No law shall be enacted excepting from the appellate 
jurisdiction of the Supreme Court cases which involve questions 
as to the validity of any law having regard to the provisions of 
this Constitution. 

5° The decision of the Supreme Court shall in all cases be 
final and conclusive. 

1° Every person appointed a judge under this Constitution 
shall make and subscribe the following declaration: 


In the presence of Almighty God I 
do solemnly and sincerely promise and declare that I will 
duly and faithfully and to the best of my knowledge and 
power execute the office of Chief Justice (or as the case may 
be) without fear or favour, affection or ill-will towards any 
man, and that I will uphold the Constitution and the laws. 
May God direct and sustain me. 


2° This declaration shall be made and subscribed by the Chief 
Justice in the presence of the President, and by each of the other 
judges of the Supreme Court, the judges of the High Court and 
the judges of every other Court in the presence of the Chief 
Justice or the senior available judge of the Supreme Court in 


open court. 
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3° The declaration shall be made and subscribed by every 
judge before entering upon his duties as such judge, and in any 
case not later than ten days after the date of his appointment 
or such later date as may be determined by the President. 

4° Any judge who declines or neglects to make such declara- 
tion as aforesaid shall be deemed to have vacated his office, 


Article 35. 


The judges of the Supreme Court, the High Court and all 
other Courts established in pursuance of Article 34 hereof shall 
be appointed by the President. 

All judges shall be independent in the exercise of their judicial 
functions and subject only to this Constitution and the law. 

No judge shall be eligible to be a member of either House of the 
Oireachtas or to hold any other office or position of emolument. 

1° A judge of the Supreme Court or the High Court shall not 
be removed from office except for stated misbehaviour or in- 
capacity, and then only upon resolutions passed by DAil Eireann 
and by Seanad Eireann calling for his removal. 

2° The Taoiseach shall duly notify the President of any such 
resolutions passed by D4il Eireann and by Seanad Eireann, and 
shall send him a copy of every such resolution certified by the 
Chairman of the House of the Oireachtas by which it shall have 
been passed. 

3° Upon receipt of such notification and of copies of such 
resolutions, the President shall forthwith, by an order under 
his hand and Seal, remove from office the judge to whom they 
relate. 

The remuneration of a judge shall not be reduced during his 
continuance in office. 


Article 36. 


Subject to the foregoing provisions of this Constitution re- 
lating to the Courts, the following matters shall be regulated 
in accordance with law, that is to say: 

i. the number of judges of the Supreme Court, and of the 
High Court, the remuneration, age of retirement and 
pensions of such judges, 

ii. the number of the judges of all other Courts, and their 
terms of appointment, and 
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iii. the constitution and organization of the said Courts, the 
distribution of jurisdiction and business among the said 
Courts and judges, and all matters of procedure. 


Article 37. 


Nothing in this Constitution shall operate to invalidate the 
exercise of limited functions and powers of a judicial nature, 
in matters other than criminal matters, by any person or body 
of persons duly authorised by law to exercise such functions 
and powers, notwithstanding that such person or such body of 
persons is not a judge or a court appointed or established as 
such under this Constitution.

No person shall be tried on any criminal charge save in due 
course of law. 

Minor offences may be tried by courts of summary jurisdiction. 

1° Special courts may be established by law for the trial of 
offences in cases where it may be determined in accordance 
with such law that the ordinary courts are inadequate to secure 
the effective administration of justice, and the preservation of 
public peace and order. 

2° The constitution, powers, jurisdiction and procedure of 
such special courts shall be prescribed by law. 

1° Military tribunals may be established for the trial of of- 
fences against military law alleged to have been committed by 
persons while subject to military law and also to deal with a 
state of war or armed rebellion, 

2° A member of the Defence Forces not on active service 
shall not be tried by any courtmartial or other military tribunal 
for an offence cognisable by the civil courts unless such offence 
is within the jurisdiction of any courtmartial or other military 
tribunal under any law for the enforcement of military discipline. 

Save in the case of the trial of offences under section 2, section 
3 or section 4 of this Article no person shall be tried on any crim- 
inal charge without a jury. 

The provisions of Articles 34 and 35 of this Constitution shall 
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not apply to any court or tribunal set up under section 3 or sec- 
tion 4 of this Article. 


Article 39. 


Treason shall consist only in levying war against the State, 
or assisting any State or person or inciting or conspiring with 
any person to levy war against the State, or attempting by force 
of arms or other violent means to overthrow the organs of gov- 
ernment established by this Constitution, or taking part or being 
concerned in or inciting or conspiring with any person to make 
or to take part or be concerned in any such attempt. 


FUNDAMENTAL RIGHTS 


PERSONAL RIGHTS 
Article 40. 
1. All citizens shall, as human persons, be held equal before the 
law. 

This shall not be held to mean that the State shall not in its 
enactments have due regard to differences of capacity, physical 
a moral, and of social function. 

° Titles of nobility shall not be conferred by the State. 

2° No title of nobility or of honour may be accepted by any 
citizen except with the prior approval of the Government. 

° The State guarantees in its laws to respect, and, as far as 
practicable, by its laws to defend and vindicate the personal 
rights of the citizen. 

2° The State shall, in particular, by its laws protect as best 
it may from unjust attack and, in the case of injustice done, 
vindicate the life, person, good name, and property rights of 
every citizen. 

1° No citizen shall be deprived of his personal liberty save 
in accordance with law. 

2° Upon complaint being made by or on behalf of any person 
that he is being unlawfully detained, the High Court and any 
and every judge thereof shall forthwith enquire into the same 
and may make an order requiring the person in whose custody 
such person shall be detained to produce the body of the person 
so detained before such court or judge without delay and to 
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certify in writing as to the cause of the detention, and such 
Court or judge shall thereupon order the release of such person 
unless satisfied that he is being detained in accordance with 
the law. 

3° Nothing in this section, however, shall be invoked to 
prohibit, control, or interfere with any act of the Defence Forces 
during the existence of a state of war or armed rebellion. 

The dwelling of every citizen is inviolable and shall not be 
forcibly entered save in accordance with law. 

1° The State guarantees liberty for the exercise of the following 
rights, subject to public order and morality: 

i. The right of the citizens to express freely their convictions 
and opinions. 

The education of public opinion being, however, a matter 
of such grave import to the common good, the State shall 
endeavour to ensure that organs of public opinion, such 
as the radio, the press, the cinema, while preserving their 
rightful liberty of expression, including criticism of Gov- 
ernment policy, shall not be used to undermine public 
order or morality or the authority of the State. 

The publication or utterance of blasphemous, seditious, 
or indecent matter is an offence which shall be punishable 
in accordance with law. 

ii. The right of the citizens to assemble peaceably and without 
arms. 

Provision may be made by law to prevent or control 
meetings which are determined in accordance with law 
to be calculated to cause a breach of the peace or to be a 
danger or nuisance to the general public and to prevent 
or control meetings in the vicinity of either House of the 
Oireachtas. 

iii. The right of the citizens to form associations and unions. 

Laws, however, may be enacted for the regulation and 
control in the public interest of the exercise of the foregoing 
right, 

2° Laws regulating the manner in which the right of form- 
ing associations and unions and the right of free assembly 
may be exercised shall contain no political, religious or class 
discrimination. 
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THE FAMILY 


1° The State recognises the Family as the natural primary 
and fundamental unit group of Society, and as a moral institution 
possessing inalienable and imprescriptible rights, antecedent 
and superior to all positive law. 

2° The State, therefore, guarantees to protect the Family 
in its constitution and authority, as the necessary basis of social 
order and as indispensable to the welfare of the Nation and 
the State. 

1° In particular, the State recognises that by her life within 
the home, woman gives to the State a support without which the 
common good cannot be achieved. 

2° The State shall, therefore, endeavour to ensure that mothers 
shall not be obliged by economic necessity to engage in labour 
to the neglect of their duties in the home. 

1° The State pledges itself to guard with special care the 
institution of Marriage, on which the Family is founded, and to 
protect it against attack. 

2° No law shall be enacted providing for the grant of a dissolu- 
tion of marriage. 

3° No person whose marriage has been dissolved under the 
civil law of any other State but is a subsisting valid marriage 
under the law for the time being in force within the jurisdiction 
of the Government and Parliament established by this Constitu- 
tion shall be capable of contracting a valid marriage within that 
jurisdiction during the lifetime of the other party to the marriage 


so dissolved. 


EDUCATION 


Article 42. 


The State acknowledges that the primary and natural educator 
of the child is the Family and guarantees to respect the inalien- 
able right and duty of parents to provide, according to their 
means, for the religious and moral, intellectual, physical and 
social education of their children. 

Parents shall be free to provide this education in their homes 
or in private schools or in schools recognised or established by 


the State. 
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1° The State shall not oblige parents in violation of their 
conscience and lawful preference to send their children to schools 
established by the State, or to any particular type of school 
designated by the State. 

2° The State shall, however, as guardian of the common 
good, require in view of actual conditions that the children 
receive a certain minimum education, moral, intellectual and 
social. 

The State shall provide for free primary education and shall 
endeavour to supplement and give reasonable aid to private 
and corporate educational initiative, and, when the public good 
requires it, provide other educational facilities or institutions 
with due regard, however, for the rights of parents, especially 
in the matter of religious and moral formation. 

In exceptional cases, where the parents for physical or moral 
reasons fail in their duty towards their children, the State as 
guardian of the common good, by appropriate means shall 
endeavour to supply the place of the parents, but always with 
due regard for the natural and imprescriptible rights of the child. 


PRIVATE PROPERTY 


Article 43. 


I. 


1° The State acknowledges that man, in virtue of his rational 
being, has the natural right, antecedent to positive law, to the 
private ownership of external goods. 

2° The State accordingly guarantees to pass no law attempt- 
ing to abolish the right of private ownership or the general right 
to transfer, bequeath, and inherit property. 

1° The State recognises, however, that the exercise of the 
rights mentioned in the foregoing provisions of this Article 
ought, in civil society, to be regulated by the principles of social 
justice. 

2° The State, accordingly, may as occasion requires delimit 
by law the exercise of the said rights with a view to reconciling 
their exercise with the exigencies of the common good. 
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RELIGION 
Article 44. 


1. 1° The State acknowledges that the homage of public worship 
is due to Almighty God. It shall hold His Name in reverence, 
and shall respect and honour religion. 

2° The State recognises the special position of the Holy Cath- 
olic Apostolic and Roman Church as the guardian of the Faith 
professed by the great majority of the citizens. 

3° The State also recognises the Church of Ireland, the Pres- 
byterian Church in Ireland, the Methodist Church in Ireland, 
the Religious Society of Friends in Ireland, as well as the Jewish 
Congregations and the other religious denominations existing in 
Ireland at the date of the coming into operation of this Con- 
stitution. 

1° Freedom of conscience and the free profession and practice 
of religion are, subject to public order and morality, guaranteed 
to every citizen. 

2° The State guarantees not to endow any religion. 

3° The State shall not impose any disabilities or make any dis- 
crimination on the ground of religious profession, belief or status. 

4° Legislation providing State aid for schools shall not dis- 
criminate between schools under the management of different 
religious denominations, nor be such as to affect prejudicially 
the right of any child to attend a school receiving public money 
without attending religious instruction at that school. 

5° Every religious denomination shall have the right to man- 
age its own affairs, own, acquire and administer property, mov- 
able and immovable, and maintain institutions for religious or 
charitable purposes. 

6° The property of any religious denomination or any educa- 
tional institution shall not be diverted save for necessary works 
of public utility and on payment of compensation. 


DIRECTIVE PRINCIPLES OF SOCIAL POLICY 


Article 45. 


The principles of social policy set forth in this Article are in- 
tended for the general guidance of the Oireachtas. The applica- 
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tion of those principles in the making of laws shall be the care of 
the Oireachtas exclusively, and shall not be cognisable by any 
Court under any of the provisions of this Constitution. 

The State shall strive to promote the welfare of the whole 
people by securing and protecting as effectively as it may a social 
order in which justice and charity shall inform all the institutions 
of the national life. 

The State shall, in particular, direct its policy towards securing 

i. That the citizens (all of whom, men and women equally, 
have the right to an adequate means of livelihood) may 
through their occupations find the means of making rea- 
sonable provision for their domestic needs. 

ii. That the ownership and control of the material resources 
of the community may be so distributed amongst private 
individuals and the various classes as best to subserve the 
common good. 

iii. That, especially, the operation of free competition shall 
not be allowed so to develop as to result in the concentra- 
tion of the ownership or control of essential commodities in 
a few individuals to the common detriment. 

iv. That in what pertains to the control of credit the constant 
and predominant aim shall be the welfare of the people 
as a whole. 

v. That there may be established on the land in economic 
security as many families as in the circumstances shall be 
practicable. 

1° The State shall favour and, where necessary, supplement 
private initiative in industry and commerce. 

2° The State shall endeavour to secure that private enterprise 
shall be so conducted as to ensure reasonable efficiency in the 
production and distribution of goods and as to protect the public 
against unjust exploitation. 

1° The State pledges itself to safeguard with especial care the 
economic interests of the weaker sections of the community, 
and, where necessary, to contribute to the support of the infirm, 
the widow, the orphan, and the aged. 

2° The State shall endeavour to ensure that the strength and 
health of workers, men and women, and the tender age of chil- 
dren shall not be abused and that citizens shall not be forced by 
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economic necessity to enter avocations unsuited to their sex, 
age or strength. 


AMENDMENT OF THE CONSTITUTION 
Article 46. 


1. Any provision of this Constitution may be amended, whether 
by way of variation, addition, or repeal, in the manner provided 
by this Article. 

Every proposal for an amendment of this Constitution shall 
be initiated in D4il Eireann as a Bill, and shall upon having 
been passed or deemed to have been passed by both Houses 
of the Oireachtas, be submitted by Referendum to the decision 
of the people in accordance with the law for the time being in 
force relating to the Referendum. 

Every such Bill shall be expressed to be “An Act to amend 
the Constitution.”’ 

A Bill containing a proposal or proposals for the amendment 
of this Constitution shall not contain any other proposal. 

A Bill containing a proposal for the amendment of this Con- 
stitution shall be signed by the President forthwith upon his 
being satisfied that the provisions of this Article have been com- 
plied with in respect thereof and that such proposal has been 
duly approved by the people in accordance with the provisions 
of section 1 of Article 47 of this Constitution and shall be duly 
promulgated by the President as a law. 
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Article 47. 


1. Every proposal for an amendment of this Constitution which 
is submitted by Referendum to the decision of the people shall, 
for the purpose of Article 46 of this Constitution, be held to have 
been approved by the people, if, upon having been so submitted, 
a majority of the votes cast at such Referendum shall have been 
cast in favour of its enactment into law. 

1° Every Bill and every proposal, other than a proposal to 
amend the Constitution, which is submitted by Referendum 
to the decision of the people shall be held to have been vetoed 
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by the people if a majority of the votes cast at such Referendum 
shall have been cast against its enactment into law and if the 
votes so cast against its enactment into law shall have amounted 
to not less than thirty-three and one-third per cent of the voters 
on the register. 

2° Every Bill and every proposal, other than a proposal to 
amend the Constitution, which is submitted by Referendum 
to the decision of the people shall for the purposes of Article 27 
hereof be held to have been approved by the people unless vetoed 
by them in accordance with the provisions of the foregoing sub- 
section of this section. 

Every citizen who has the right to vote at an election for 
members of D4il Eireann shall have the right to vote at a Ref- 
erendum. 

Subject as aforesaid, the Referendum shall be regulated by law. 


REPEAL OF CONSTITUTION OF SAORSTAT EIREANN 
AND CONTINUANCE OF LAws 


Article 48. 


The Constitution of Saorstat Eireann in force immediately 
prior to the date of the coming into operation of this Constitution 


and the Constitution of the Irish Free State (Saorst4t Eireann) 
Act, 1922, in so far as that Act or any provision thereof is then 
in force shall be and are hereby repealed as on and from that date. 


Article 49. 


I, 


All powers, functions, rights and prerogatives whatsoever 
exercisable in or in respect of Saorstat Eireann immediately 
before the 11th day of December, 1936, whether in virtue of 
the Constitution then in force or otherwise, by the authority 
in which the executive power of Saorst4t Eireann was then 
vested are hereby declared to belong to the people. 

It is hereby enacted that, save to the extent to which provision 
is made by this Constitution or may hereafter be made by law 
for the exercise of any such power, function, right or prerogative 
by any of the organs established by this Constitution, the said 
powers, functions, rights and prerogatives shall not be exercised 
or be capable of being exercised in or in respect of the State save 
only by or on the authority of the Government. 
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3. |The Government shall be the successors of the Government 
of Saorstat Eireann as regards all property, assets, rights and 
liabilities. 


Article 50. 


1. Subject to this Constitution and to the extent to which they 
are not inconsistent therewith, the laws in force in Saorstét 
Eireann immediately prior to the date of the coming into opera- 
tion of this Constitution shall continue to be of full force and 
effect until the same or any of them shall have been repealed 
or amended by enactment of the Oireachtas. 

Laws enacted before, but expressed to come into force after, 
the coming into operation of this Constitution, shall, unless 
otherwise enacted by the Oireachtas, come into force in accord- 
ance with the terms thereof. 


TRANSITORY PROVISIONS 


Article 51. 


1. Notwithstanding anything contained in Article 46 hereof, 
any of the provisions of this Constitution, except the provisions 


of the said Article 46 and this Article, may, subject as hereinafter 
provided, be amended by the Oireachtas, whether by way of 
variation, addition or repeal, within a period of three years after 
the date on which the first President shall have entered upon 
his office. 

A proposal for the amendment of this Constitution under this 
Article shall not be enacted into law if, prior to such enactment, 
the President, after consultation with the Council of State, shall 
have signified in a message under his hand and Seal addressed 
to the Chairman of each of the Houses of the Oireachtas that 
the proposal is in his opinion a proposal to effect an amendment 
of such a character and importance that the will of the people 
thereon ought to be ascertained by Referendum before its 
enactment into law. 

The foregoing provisions of this Article shall cease to have 
the force of law immediately upon the expiration of the period 
of three years referred to in section 1 hereof, 

. This Article shall be omitted from every official text of this 
Constitution published after the expiration of the said period. 
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Article 53.

Article 52. 


This Article and the subsequent Articles shall be omitted 
from every official text of this Constitution published after 
the date on which the first President shall have entered upon 
his office. 

Every Article of this Constitution which is hereafter omitted 
in accordance with the foregoing provisions of this Article from 
the official text of this Constitution shall notwithstanding such 
omission continue to have the force of law. 


On the coming into operation of this Constitution a general 
election for Seanad Eireann shall be held in accordance with 
the relevant Articles of this Constitution as if a dissolution of 
Dail Eireann had taken place on the date of the coming into 
operation of this Constitution. 

For the purposes of this Article references in the relevant 
provisions of this Constitution to a dissolution of Dail Eireann 
shall be construed as referring to the coming into operation of 
this Constitution, and in those provisions the expression “ Dail 
Eireann’”’ shall include the Chamber of Deputies (DAil Eireann) 
established by the Constitution hereby repealed. 

The first assembly of Seanad Eireann shall take place not 
later than one hundred and eighty days after the coming into 
operation of this Constitution. 


The Chamber of Deputies (DAil Eireann) established by the 
Constitution hereby repealed and existing immediately before 
that repeal shall, on the coming into operation of this Constitu- 
tion, become and be D4il Eireann for all the purposes of this 
Constitution. 

Every person who is a member of the said Chamber of Deputies 
(Dail Eireann) immediately before the said repeal shall, on the 
coming into operation of this Constitution, become and be a 
member of D4il Eireann as if he had been elected to be such 
member at an election held under this Constitution. 

The member of the said Chamber of Deputies (D4il Eireann) 
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who is immediately before the said repeal Ceann Comhairle shall 
upon the coming into operation of this Constitution become and 
be the Chairman of DAil Eireann. 


Article 55. 


1. After the coming into operation of this Constitution and until 
the first assembly of Seanad Eireann, the Oireachtas shall con- 
sist of one House only. 

. The House forming the Oireachtas under this Article shall 
be DAil Eireann. 

Until the first President enters upon his office, the Oireachtas 
shall be complete and capable of functioning notwithstanding 
that there is no President. 

. Until the first President enters upon his office, bills passed or 
deemed to have been passed by the House or by both Houses of 
the Oireachtas shall be signed and promulgated by the Com- 
mission hereinafter mentioned instead of by the President. 


Article 56. 


1. On the coming into operation of this Constitution, the Gov- 
ernment in office immediately before the coming into operation 


of this Constitution shall become and be the Government for 
the purposes of this Constitution and the members of that Gov- 
ernment shall without any appointment under Article 13 hereof, 
continue to hold their respective offices as if they had been ap- 
pointed thereto under the said Article 13. 

. |The members of the Government in office on the date on which 
the first President shall enter upon his office shall receive official 
appointments from the President as soon as may be after the 
said date. 

The Departments of State of Saorst4t Eireann shall as on 
and from the date of the coming into operation of this Consti- 
tution and until otherwise determined by law become and be 
the Departments of State. 

On the coming into operation of this Constitution, the Civil 
Service of the Government of Saorst4t Eireann shall become and 
be the Civil Service of the Government. 

Nothing in this Constitution shall prejudice or affect the 
terms, conditions, remuneration or tenure of any person who 
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was in any Governmental employment immediately prior to 
the coming into operation of this Constitution. 









Article 57. 


1. The first President shall enter upon his office not later than 
one hundred and eighty days after the date of the coming into 
operation of this Constitution. 

2. After the date of the coming into operation of this Constitution 
and pending the entry of the first President upon his office the 
powers and functions of the President under this Constitution 
shall be exercised by a Commission consisting of the following 
persons, namely, the Chief Justice, the President of the High 
Court, and the Chairman of D4il Eireann. 

3. Whenever the Commission is incomplete by reason of a va- 
cancy in an office the holder of which is a member of the Com- 
mission, the Commission shall, during such vacancy, be completed 
by the substitution of the senior judge of the Supreme Court who 
is not already a member of the Commission in the place of the 
holder of such office, and likewise in the event of any member 
of the Commission being, on any occasion, unable to act, his 
place shall be taken on that occasion by the senior judge of the 
Supreme Court who is available and is not already a member, 
or acting in the place of a member, of the Commission. 

4. The Commission may act by any two of their number. 

5. The provisions of this Constitution which relate to the exercise 

and performance by the President of the powers and functions 

conferred on him by this Constitution shall apply to the exercise 
and performance of the said powers and functions by the said 

Commission in like manner as those provisions apply to the 

exercise and performance of the said powers and functions by 

the President. 






























Article 58. 


1. On and after the coming into operation of this Constitution 
and until otherwise determined by law, the Supreme Court of 
Justice, the High Court of Justice, the Circuit Court of Justice 
and the District Court of Justice in existence immediately before 
the coming into operation of this Constitution shall, subject to 
the provisions of this Constitution relating to the determination 










of questions as to the validity of any law, continue to exercise 
the same jurisdictions respectively as theretofore, and any judge 
or justice being a member of any such Court shall, subject to 
compliance with the subsequent provisions of this Article, con- 
tinue to be a member thereof and shall hold office by the like 
tenure and on the like terms as theretofore unless he signifies 
to the Taoiseach his desire to resign. 

Every such judge and justice who shall not have so signified 
his desire to resign shall make and subscribe the declaration 
set forth in section 5 of Article 34 of this Constitution. 

This declaration shall be made and subscribed by the Chief 
Justice in the presence of the Taoiseach, and by each of the other 
judges of the said Supreme Court, the judges of the said High 
Court and the judges of the said Circuit Court in the presence 
of the Chief Justice in open court. 

In the case of the justices of the said District Court the declara- 
tion shall be made and subscribed in open court. 

Every such declaration shall be made immediately upon the 
coming into operation of this Constitution, or as soon as may 
be thereafter. 

Any such judge or justice who declines or neglects to make 
such declaration in the manner aforesaid shall be deemed to 
have vacated his office. 
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Article 59. 


On the coming into operation of this Constitution, the person 
who is the Attorney General of Saorstat Eireann immediately 
before the coming into operation of this Constitution shall, with- 
out any appointment under Article 30 of this Constitution, be- 
come and be the Attorney General as if he had been appointed 
to that office under the said Article 30. 


Article 60, 


On the coming into operation of this Constitution the person 
who is the Comptroller and Auditor General of Saorstat Eireann 
immediately before the coming into operation of this Constitu- 
tion shall, without any appointment under Article 33 of this 
Constitution, become and be the Comptroller and Auditor Gen- 
eral as if he had been appointed to that office under the said 
Article 33. 





Article 61. 


On the coming into operation of this Constitution, the Defence 
Forces and the Police Forces of Saorst4t Eireann in existence 
immediately before the coming into operation of this Constitution 
shall become and be respectively the Defence Forces and the 
Police Forces of the State. 

1° Every commissioned officer of the Defence Forces of 
Saorstat Eireann immediately before the coming into operation 
of this Constitution shall become and be a commissioned officer 
of corresponding rank of the Defence Forces of the State as if 
he had received a commission therein under Article 13 of this 
Constitution. 

2° Every officer of the Defence Forces of the State at the date 
on which the first President enters upon his office shall receive 
a commission from the President as soon as may be after that 


date. 


Article 62. 


This Constitution shall come into operation 
i. on the day following the expiration of a period of one 
hundred and eighty days after its approval by the people 


signified by a majority of the votes cast at a plebiscite 
thereon held in accordance with law, or, 

ii. on such earlier day after such approval as may be fixed 
by a resolution of D4il Eireann elected at the general 
election the polling for which shall have taken place on the 
same day as the said plebiscite. 


Article 63. 


A copy of this Constitution signed by the Taoiseach, the 
Chief Justice, and the Chairman of D&4il Eireann, shall be 
enrolled for record in the office of the Registrar of the Supreme 
Court, and such signed copy shall be conclusive evidence of 
the provisions of this Constitution. In case of conflict between 
the Irish and the English texts, the Irish text shall prevail.

The present Constitution of Ireland, or Eire, as it is called in the 
Gaelic language, was approved by the Irish Parliament on June 14, 
1937, and submitted to a plebiscite of the people of the Irish Free 
State on June 1, 1937. The number of votes cast in favor of its 
adoption was 685,405, while the votes against it numbered 526,941. 
The Constitution went into effect on December 29, 1937. This Con- 
stitution is the second which governed the people of Ireland since 
the Anglo-Irish Treaty which was signed in London, December 8, 
1921. At that time the Irish Free State was set up as a coequal self- 
governing dominion “in the community of nations known as the 
British Empire.” A provisional government was set up on January 
14, 1922. In September 1922, the Provisional Parliament met and 
drew up a Constitution which was enacted on October 25, 1922, and 
came into effect by proclamation on December 6 of the same year. 
When Parliament met Timothy N. Healy was sworn in as Governor 
General. William T. Cosgrave was chosen President of the Executive 
Council. Cosgrave was succeeded to this position by Eamon de 
Valera who remained at this post until the new Constitution was 
adopted when he became Premier. Dr. Douglas Hyde was chosen 
the first President under the new Constitution. Counties Antrim, 
Armagh, Down, Fermanagh, Londonderry and Tyrone, in the Prov- 
ince of Ulster, are not affected by this Constitution. These Counties, 
under the title of Northern Ireland, maintain a separate existence 
directly under the British Government by the provisions of the Act 
of 1920.
